Advance Estimate on 


Cost of Pan-American 


Highway Was 14 Millions — Eisenhower 
Had Opposed It as Inadvisable. 


WASHINGTON, July 13 (AP)— 
The War Department, which orig- 
inally estimated the pan-American 
highway could be constructed for 
$14,714,000, spent $42,715,591 on it 
and dropped the job unfinished. 

Lt. Gen. Eugene Reybold, chief 
of Army engineers, gave these 
figures to the Senate War Inves- 
| tigating Committee as it began 
/an inquiry into the whole history 
\of the project. 

He said the original estimate 
‘was based on “incomplete infor- 
mation” but that an important 
'factor in the high cost was lack 
of shipping which resulted in de- 
|lays due to shortages of material. 
_As a result, workers remained idle 
| for long periods. 
| Senator Ferguson (Rep.), Michi- 
gan, developed from Brig.

Senate ought to ratify the United 
Nations charter speedily to estab- 
lish American responsibility in in- 
ternational] peace-keeping. 

President William Green of the 
American Federation of Labor; 
John Foster Dulles, foreign af- 
fairs adviser to Gov. Thomas E. 
Dewey in the 1944 presidential 
campaign; Norman Thomas, for- 
mer Socialist candidate for Presi- 
dent, and Philip Murray, presi- 
dent of the Congress of Industrial 
Organizations, all indorsed the 
charter. 

They appeared as witnesses as 
the Senate Foreign Relations 
Committee wound up hearings on 
the agreement signed at San 
Francisco. 

For “Collective Bargaining.” 

Green, first on the stand, told 
committee 
would make possible “collective 
bargaining” between the nations 
that ought to go a long way to- 
ward preventing war. 

“The document itself is evidence 
of the will to peace dominating 
so many nations,” he asserted. 
“No one nation would draft the 
charter as it now stands, but all 
in the spirit of tolerance are will- 
ing to accept a document which 
represents the high point of mu- 
tual agreement.” 

Dulles, who served as chief ad- 
viser to the American delegation 
at San Francisco, said in a state- 
ment to the committee that “the 
United States is at the parting of 
the ways.” 

“Kither we must act to con- 
tinue the association of the United 
Nations or we must let that asso- 
ciation lapse and go it alone,” he 
asserted in urging approval of 
the charter. 

Norman Thomas’s View. 

Thomas, in a statement, said he 
thought the Senate should ratify 
the charter “not because I believe 
it an adequate basis for lasting 
peace, but because I believe that 
the United States will be in a bet- 
ter position to lead in the estab- 
lishment of such a basis if it 
should ratify the charter and in 
good faith use its constructive 
provisions for an increase in 
world co-operation.” 

CIO President Philip Murray, in 
a statement, called for “the early 


and overwhelming approval of the | 


charter.” He said that “reser- 
vations or limitations of any de- 
scription to the United Nations 
charter must be understood as 
simply an attempt to defeat its 
enactment.” 

Although he advocated early 
adoption of the charter, Thomas 
voiced the view that “the greatest 
single and immediate contribution 
the American government could 
make” toward peace “would be a

The project 
involved 905 miles! of construction 
between the southern Mexican 
border and Panama City. 
Reybold acknowledged 
Eisenhower had been right. 
“It is certain that if the War 
Department had known in 1942 
the facts it knows today the pan- 
American highway would never 
have been built,” Reybold said. “In 
other words, with knowledge that 
the Japanese menace in the Pa- 
cific would be met as soon as it 
was met, and with knowledge that 
the submarine sinkings in the 
Caribbean would be decreased as 
they were decreased, there would 
have been no necessity to start 
the construction of the highway 
as a matter of military insurance. 
“It is also true that if the Army 
had known earlier that the strate- 
gic situation, particularly in the 
Pacific, would improve when it 
did in fact improve, the work on 
the construction of the highway 
could have been stopped earlier.” 
Work was halted Oct. 31, 1943.

| GOODBY TO MEN OF 
ALLIED COMMAND 


LONDON, July 13 (AP)—Gen. 
Dwight D, Eisenhower expressed 
‘gratitude and admiration today to 
|all the soldier who fought victori- 
/ously under his command in one 
of the last announcements to come 
from Supreme Headquarters, 
Allied Expeditionary Force. 

S.H.A.E.F. will be dissolved at

| Addressed to all members of the 
expeditionary force, the message 
said: 

“The task to which we set our- 
selves is finished and the time has 
come for me to relinquish the 
combined command. 
| “In the name of the United 
'States and the British Common-

vey to you the gratitude and ad- 
-miration of our two nations for 
the manner in which you have re- 
| sponded to every demand that has 
been made upon you. 

“At times conditions have been 
hard and the task to be per- 
formed arduous. No praise is too 
high for the manner in which you 
| have surmounted every obstacle. 
| “I should like, also, to add my 
own personal word of thanks to 
each one of you for the part you 
have played, and the contribution 
you have made to our joint vic- 
tory. 
| “Now that you are about to pass 
to other spheres of activity, I say 
to you and wish you good luck 
_and godspeed.” 


OLD COURTHOUSE 
SOUGHT AS CENTER 
FOR VETERANS’ AID 


War Workers Also 
Would Be Assisted — 
Agencies Defend Selves 
Against Criticism. 


The historic Old Courthouse at 
Broadway and Market street will 
be used to house the Information 
and Referral Center for dis- 
charged veterans and displaced 


war workers, if the custodians 
consent, it was announced yester- 
day by John J. Griffin, , president 
of the new center organization. 

The Old Courthouse ig under 
the custodianship of the National 
Park Service of the Department 
of Interior. Griffin said Congress- 
man John B. Sullivan was trying 
at Washington, D. C., to get the 
federal agency to consent to its 
use. If this consent is obtained 
the center will be opened there 
by Aug. 1, Griffin said. 

Meanwhile, agencies offering 
Service to returned war veterans 
were quick to defend themselves 
against a charge that the veter- 
ans are still getting the “run- 
around” in St. Louis. The charge 
was made in a “gripe session” of 
veterans at the Y.M.C.A. Wednes- 
day night. Separate plans to help 
returned veterans’ re-establish 
themselves were still being made 
by many individual agencies, 
however, and a co-ordinated, uni- 
fied effort remained in a nebu- 
lous stage. 

The extent to which the Infor- 
mation and Referral Center will 
be operational, actually render- 
ing neetled service .o returned 
veterans and displaced war work- 
ers, and how much it wil be just 
another stop in the long list of 
agencies, has not been determined. 
Griffin and Arthur A. Poss, execu- 
tive director, plan to start with a 
relatively few agencies represent- 
ed there, hoping to expand the 
number later as the need arises. 

Replying to the “gripe session” 
criticism of the United States Em- 
ployment Service, M. W. Shafer, 
veterans employment representa- 
tive of the USES, yesterday told 
members of the Veterans’ Advis- 
ory Council, meeting at the 
USES offices, that some veterans 
failed to report to jobs to which 
they were assigned by his organi- 
zation. Others, he said, reported

Military Hierarchy Will coe 


Never Be Able to Func- 
tion Again.

FRANKFURT, July 183 (AP)— 
Gen. Dwight D. Eisenhower and 
Field Marshal Sir Bernard L. Mont- 
gomery are expected to decide 
soon on what to do with the Ger- 
man General Staff. 

At midnight Supreme Headquar- 
ters of the Allied Expeditionary 
Force will be dissolved, but the 


problem of handling the hundreds 
of high ranking staff and field of- 
ficers of the German Army who 
are prisoners of the western Allies 
awaits final disposition. 

British and American officers 
held informal discussions on the 
matter during Eisenhower's § ab- 
sence. 

Preliminary Review. 

These conversations touched on 
the possibility of breaking up the 
German General Staff and con- 
demning its members to exile in 
British Crown colonies throughout 
the world, but the talks were re- 
garded merely as assembling data 
to be presented to Eisenhower and 
Montgomery. 

Of the captured German mili- 
tary hierarchy one S. H. A. E. F. 
officer said: 

“Some of them ought to be shot 
as criminals and undoubtedly will 
be. Others must be regarded pure- 
ly as military figures who carried 
out military orders. All these of- 
ficers are still in uniform and are 
classified strictly as military pris- 
oners. 

“The greatest emphasis, how- 
ever, is placed on the members of 
the General Staff. The General 
Staff in Germany is a_ special 
clique, almost hereditary. 

“Its members are identified by 
the red stripes on their trousers 
and they are all-powerful. They 
make the decisions. They are the 
ones who plan and execute wars. 

Will Be Broken Up. 

“TY don’t know just how Lisen- 
hower will do it, but I can prom- 
ise you this—the German General 
Staff will be broken up and de- 
stroyed so that it can never func- 
tion again.” 

Even lesser staff officers down 
to the grades of majors and cap- 
tains are believed to be destined 
for the same fate as General Staff 
officers. 

The German General Staff stems 
from an inner army organization 
known as “Ober Kommando 
Heers,” or O. K. H. It is this 
supreme body, which formulates 
plans for conquest and then ex- 
cutes them, that Eisenhower 
and Montgomery are pledged to 


destroy.

Calmly Smokes Cigar, Says “So 
Long” as He Awaits Execution 
for Murdering School Teacher. 
SALT LAKE CITY, July 13 

(AP)—A few minutes after calm- 
ly serving cherry pie and coffee 
to reporters in the prison chapel, 
James Joseph Roedl, murderer of 
a woman school teacher, died be- 
fore a firing squad in the Utah 
prison yard at daybreak today. He 
drank coffee and smoked a cigar, 
then calmly said “So long,” before 
the black hood was slipped over 
his head, 

Roedl, like all persons con- 
demned to death in Utah, had to 
choose between the firing line and 
the gallows. 

Roedl was convicted of killing

and leaving her body lying along- 
side an eastern Utah highway. 
His companion, Leroy Edward 
Ritchey, pleaded guilty and was 
sentenced to life imprisonment,

SAN FRANCISCO, July 13 (AP) 
— Japan’s government-controlled 
Domei news agency admitted to- 
day that the United States has 
Made good its threat of round- 
the-clock air attacks and _ said 
they were “a prelude to invasion 
of our homeland.” 

Domei noted concentrated B-29 
smashes on Japan's small and 
medium-sized cities. ‘‘As soon as 
the foe completes the bombing of 
these cities he probably will at- 
tack our transportation facilities 
on land,” said the broadcast. 

Tokyo reported that seven of 
these lesser cities were hit in last 
night’s saturation raid on Honshu 
by more than 500 B-29s and ad- 
mitted that fires were set. How- 
ever, it claimed they were con- 
trolled by dawn today. 

(At Washington, the Twentieth 
Air Force announced that two 
Superfortresses were lost and one 
was missing in the strike.) 

The Twentieth Air Force head- 
quarters on Guam listed only four 
target cities and an oil refinery. 
Tokyo_named Ogaki, Ichinomiya, 
Kagamigahara, Tsuruga, Utsuno- 
miya, Tsurumi and Koiyama, but 
ignored Uwajima and the Kawa- 
saki refinery, included in the 
American announcement.

BERLIN, July 13 (AP)—To the 
great relief of G.I. Joe and Tom- 
my Atkins, when you're in Berlin 
you do as the Russians do. 

The generals may say that noth- 
ing has been changed in the rule 
book since they moved more than 
30,000 American and British sol- 
diers into Berlin, but things nev- 
ertheless seem to be different. 

In the past week American and 
British troops have been crowding 
night spots favored by the Rus- 
rians. 

Last Monday, British, Canadian 
and American military police— 
operating in teams—began trying 
to discourage public dancing by 
troops of the western Allies along 
such bright light avenues as Kur- 
fuerstendamm, 

“Take it easy, soldier,” was their 
cautionary advice. “You can sit it 
out with a girl, but don’t get up 
and dance until non-frat is lifted.” 

Most of the soldiers accepted it 
good-humoredly, though pointing 
out that their Russian allies were 
enjoying jive without hindrance. 

Military police say it would be 
impossible to convince the G.Is 
and Tommies that what is right 
for the Red Army is wrong for 
them, and they hope for clarifica- 
tion of the situation soon. 

Meanwhile, if a family invites 
you in to listen to the radio and 
have a cup of ersatz tea, the 
M.P.s look the other way. 

And you can stroll along resi- 
dential streets with a fraulein— 
if you don’t hold hands.

ABOARD THE U. §. 8. PITTS- 
BURGH, APRI HARBOR, Guam, 
June 10 (Delayed) (AP) — This 
heroine of a bloodless sea triumph 
moved slowly and proudly into 
port today for repairs—its entire 
bow was ripped off by a thun- 
derous sea in a typhoon southeast 
of the Ryukyus June 5, 

The heavy cruiser came through 
the ordeal by storm without the 
loss or injury of any of its more 


than 1000 men. 

The Pittsburgh only this year 
was added to the fleet forces 
pounding the Japanese in their 
home waters. 

It was smashed by a 120-knot 
wind (about 138 miles an hour) 
and made the 900-mile journey to 
Guam at a speed of less than nine 
knots, but under its own power. 

A unit of Adm. William Halsey’s 
Third Fleet, the Pittsburgh was 
lashed and tossed by mammoth 
waves as the storm enveloped it 
early on the morning of June 5. 
The swells, whipped into moun- 
tainous fury by wind, snapped off 
the ship’s sleek nose—104 feet long 
—and tossed it aside as though it 
were a match box to wallow in 
the storm off the vessel’s port. 

(The bow was subsequently re- 
covered by a tug and towed to 
Guam for salvage.) 

The wind had been rising and 
the heavy seas were rolling all 
the night before. 

Plates Buckle, Bow Falls Off. 

Then, in the early morning, 
wind-lashed sheets of rain cur- 
tained the ship so that from the 
bridge it was impossible to see be- 
yond the vessel itself. 

“We evidently were passing 
close to the worst of the storm,” 
related Capt. John E. Gingrich, 
commanding officer, of Dodge 
City, Kan. “Suddenly about 6:30 
we saw two tremendous seas. One 
threw us 10 or 15 degrees. At the 
next one the deck-plates buckled 
—and the bow just ripped and 
floated off.” 

Capt. Gingrich credited damage 
control training and the discipline 
of officers and crew with prevent- 
ing disaster. 

Instantly the order went down 
to reverse engines to escape the 
dere.ict bow. The stern and for- 
ward engines worked in opposite 
directions tc turn the ship around, 
an operation fraught with danger

Chester W. Nimitz 
announced today after virtually 
every damaged ship was back in 
action. 

At least four of the damaged 
ships—the battleships Massachu- 
setts and Indiana, the carrier San 
Jacinto, and the destroyer John 
Rodgers — participated in last 
Tuesday's 1000-plane carrier strike 
at Tokyo. 

The typhoon damaged more 
ships than the Japanese Navy has 
been able to do in any single bat- 
tle. Nimitz made no mention of 
anyone being killed or seriously 
injured. He said no ships were 
sunk. 

He listed 20 damaged ships as 
repaired and back in action, in- 
cluding three fast new battleships 
and two Essex class carriers. 

The cruiser Pittsburgh, which 
miraculously stayed afloat, is be- 
ing refitted for action. Presum- 
ably some additional ships, not 
identified, were damaged and have 
not returned to sea. 

Nimitz said no one was lost 
from the most heavily damaged 
ship—the Pittsburgh. Nor was a 
man on it seriously injured. 

The Pittsburgh returned to 
Guam under its own power for 
temporary repairs and is now be- 
ing refitted at another port for 
return to action. 

Although 100 feet were knocked 
off the cruiser’s bow it stayed 
afloat. It was taken in tow and 
brought to Guam in good condi- 
tion,

‘KICKLESS’ CANNON 
HAS NO MORE RECOIL 
THAN A .22 RIFLE 


WASHINGTON, July 13 (AP)— 
The Army disclosed yesterday. per- 
formance details on its new “kick- 
less” cannon, which fire artillery 
shells with no more recoil than a 
.22-caliber rifle. 

The two guns, a 57- and a 75-mil- 
limeter, were battle tested in 
Europe and now are being turned 
against the Japanese “with much 
success,” the Army said. 

The 57-millimeter rifle, which 
can be fired from the shoulder or 
from a small tripod, weighs only 
45 pounds, yet can throw a shell 
weighing about three pounds for 
two miles. 

The 75-millimeter rifle, weighing 
110 pounds (a regular field artil- 
lery piece weighs more than a 
ton), throws a 14-pound shell more 
than four miles. 

Gen. Courtney Hodges, First 
Army commander, hit a three-foot 
square target at 800 yards the first 
time he fired the 57-millimeter 
gun, shoulder style, the Army re- 
ported. 

Although the guns _ resemble 
rocket weapons, they differ sub- 
stantially from the bazooka. They 
are rifled, increasing accuracy. 
They fire standard artillery am- 
munition rather than rocket pro- 
jectiles. 

The recoil is absorbed by allow- 
ing a counterbalancing portion of 
the propellent gases to escape

TO HIKE CIVILIAN 
QUIPUT BY 12PCT. 


International and Brown 
Officers Plan Increase 


in Last Three Months 


of Year. 


Production of civilian shoes by 
two St. Louis shoe companies will 
increase from 12 to 15 per cent in 
the last three months of this year 
as a result of a substantial reduc- 
tion ir the output of army foot- 
wear, shoe company officials said 
today. 

Military shoes are now being 
made by the International Shoe 
Co., 1509 Washington avenue, and 
the Brown Shoe Co., Inc., 1600 
Washington avenue. Officials of 
both concerns said the number of 
pairs being manufactured is a mil- 
itary secret, but they estimated 
that the increase in civilian shoes 
would begin in September provid- 
ed materia] and labor are avail- 
able. 

Conversion Relatively Simple. 

Conversion from the manufac- 
ture of militery to civilian shoes 
will be relatively simple and will 
not involve ae change in machin- 
ery, the officials said. If the Army 
cutbacks remain in effect the in- 
crease in civilian shoes should be 
noticeable by the first of next 
year, they indicated. 

The Naticnal Shoe Retailers As- 
eociatior in its publication, Na- 
tionat Footwear News, said that 
some 7,800,0\4) feet of cattle hide 
upper leather a month would be 
available to manufacturers 
throvghout the country for civil- 
ian footwea, by the end of August 
as well as a large quantity of in- 
soles and outsoles. 

“Assuming the total production 
of leather remains unchanged,” 
the publication said, “these mate- 
rials will become available for ci- 
vilian use and the effect upon 
shoe production, particularly 
men’s and boys’ shoes, should be 
considerable.” 

The association estimated that 
the upper shoe leather released by 
the Army would be equal to more 
than 3,000,000 pairs of civilian 
shoes per month, August Army 
schedules of 2,100,000 pairs of com- 
bat boots have been cut to 1,500,- 
000 pairs in September, the asso- 
ciation said, and 50,000 pairs of 
tropical combat boots which were 
to have been manufactured in 
July, August and September have 
been eliminated. 

Another Cutback Sept. 1. 

Another substantial cutback will 

go into effect Sept. 1 when pro- 
duction of 500,000 pairs of Russian 
Army shoes will be stopped. The 
association said the current civil- 
ian shoe output amounts to 140,- 
000,000 pairs of the rationed type 
and 75,900,000 of the nonrationed 
type. 
Officials of the Office of Price 
Administration in St. Louis said 
an inventory of all shoe dealers 
and shoe manufacturers will be 
made throughout the country be- 
ginning July 31 to determine how 
many pairs of civilian shoes are 
available. There is at present no 
indication of any relaxation in 
shoe rationing regulations, they 
said. 


OPA Acts to Protect Consumer in 
Shoe Distribution. 
WASHINGTON, July 13 (AP)— 
The Office of Price Administra- 
tion moved yesterday to cut back 
any retail shoe price ceilings in- 
flated by “unwarranted jobber 

charges.” 

An order effective immediately, 
requires all shoe wholesalers to 
submit information from which 
the agency will determine whether 
they are “performing legitimate 
wholesale functions.” 

Jobbers who do not measure up 
to OPA standards will not be per- 
mitted to take a markup over 
manufacturers’ ceilings. Since re- 
tail maximum prices also are 
fixed on a markup basis, this 
would reduce prices the public 
pays for shoes h andled by such 
dealers. 

Under the order, “OPA shoe 
wholesale numbers” will be issued 
to jobbers who during the five 
years prior to last April 1 were 
operating regularly as wholesalers 
in the Gistribution of shoes. Any 
jobbers who entered the field af- 
ter last April will not be eligible 
for a markup. 

Also the applications of jobbers 
who started business after April 
&, 1943, will be screened and elimi- 
nated if OPA finds they do not 
perform normal distributive func- 
tions. 

The purpose of the order, which 
will be expanded soon to cover 
other commodities, is to freeze out 
jobbers who entered business dur- 
ing the shoe shortage because 
they were “influenced by the 
chance for quick profits,” OPA ex- 
plained.

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HOUSING PROJECTS 
PAY $19,630 MORE 
IN LIEU OF TAXES 


Clinton-Peabody Terrace 
and Carr Square Total 
Now Is $52,000 for 
Year Up to Oct. 1, 1944 


The St. Louis Housing Authority 
today delivered a check for $19,638 
to Tax Collector Richard E. 
Gruner as an additional payment 
in lieu of taxes on the Clinton-Pea- 
body Terrace and Carr Square 
housing projects for the period 
from Oct. 1, 1943, to Sept. 30, 1944. 
The additional payment brings 
the total amount paid by the au- 
thority on the two projects for 
the period to $52,000. The author- 
ity, Mayor Aloys P. Kaufmann 
said, is planning to make addi- 
tional payments to the city in lieu 
of taxes. 

Following a recent evaluation 
study by members of his staff, 
Assessor Eugene M. Guise placed 
a valuation of $3,107,400 on the 


two housing projects, If the prop- 
erty were taxable, this would yield 
a tax of $85,543 a year to the city. 
The payments in lieu of taxes 
are in accord with the policy of 
the Federal Public Housing Au- 
thority, which has said that local 
authorities may make payments 
equal to the amount of taxes 
which the projects would be sub- 
ject to if they were not tax ex- 
empt. Mayor Kaufmann said the 
St. Louis Authority intended to 
bring its total payments to equal 
the tax figure. 

Mayor Kaufmann said the 
records in the assessor’s office 
show that prior to the construction 
of the projects the total levy on 
the areas occupied by them 
amounted only to $23,800, much of 
which was uncollectible. This is 
less than half the amount already 
paid by the authority to the city. 
The Mayor pointed out that the 
Board of Education would receive 
its share of the money paid by 
the authority in lieu of taxes and 
pointed out that the board’s share 
will amount to considerably more 
than the $8000 it would have re- 
ceived under private ownership of 
the areas occupied by the housing 
projects. 

The North St. Louis Business 
Men’s Association at a member- 
ship meeting last night referred 
to its board of directors a mo- 
tion favoring a city slum clear- 
ance program § strictly on a 
private-finance basis. 

Dr. Julius W. Bechtold, acting 
secretary, presented the motion, 
which embodied opposition to gov- 
ernment housing projects or tax- 
free housing. It suggested that 
some tax consideration be given 
private developments. The mo- 
tion is expected to be brought 
back to the next membership 
meeting Aug. 9.

Dutch.” 

Dulles Says U. S. Need No tFear. 

Dulles said the Senate need not 
thing that it was voting only “on 
the lesser of two evils” in ratifying 
the charter. 

“Actually,” Dulles said, “the 
document before you charts a path 
which we can follow joyfully adn 
without fear. We remain the mas- 
ter of our own destiny The char- 
ter does not subordinate us to any 
super-government, 


“There is no right on the part 
of the United Nations organization 
to intervene in our domestic af- 
fairs. There can be no use of our 
force without our consent. If the 
joint adventuer fails, we can with- 
draw.” 


Dulles said the authority of the 
American delegate on the world 
security council ought to be deter- 
mined as a part of “internal pro- 
cedure” after the charter is rati- 
fied. This could be done, he said, 
when agreements are made with 
the security council on the fur- 
nishing of peace forces. 

“When the Congress knows 
what will be proposed concerning 
the size and characted of the 
United States contingent and the 
area within which it may be 
used,” Dulles said, “then it may 
be desirable by statute to fix the 
| relative responsibility of the 
| President and the Congress. On 
'the other hand, the President and 
|the Congress have gotten along 
| pretty well for 160 years with a 
|statutory definition.” 


Gerald Smith’s Agent Speaks. 


| Carl H. Mote of Indianapolis 
spoke against the charter. He 
said he represented Gerald L. K. 
Smith, the American First party, 
the National Farmers’ Guild and 
the Veterans of World War II. 
Mote said the charter “is void of 
all moral basis.” 

Alfred Lilienthal, veteran of this 
war and a consultant at San 
Francisco, told the committee the 
men in the armed forces expect 
peace-keeping machinery to be set 
up and when they return they will 
“help you make it work.” 

Lilienthal said he hoped thought 
would be given to establishing an 
international veterans’ council 
within the framework of the 
charter. He also suggested estab- 
lishment of a United Nations uni- 
versity to train personnel for the 
security organization.

Plant Corporation, approximately 500 more sleeping cars than it had in 
service during World War I, and since Pearl Harbor more than half of 
the Pullman fleet has been made available to the armed forces. As you 
point out in your letter, after Order 53 has been put into effect the 
armed forces will have approximately 66% of the sleeping cars of the 
country at their disposal. In addition, a very substantial portion of the 
accommodations in the cars operated on regularly scheduled trains will 
continue to be reserved for Government Reservation Bureaus. 


Consequently, I am today directing that all sleeping car service 
between points of 450 miles or less apart be discontinued, This action 
will make available to the armed services, for the transportation of 
troops, an additional 895 Pullman cars and will give them exclusive use 
of approximately 66 per cent of the sleeping cars we have in the, United 
States. It will make it possible also to give a greater measure of comfort 
to our troops when they move to the west coast prior to their embarka- 
tion to the Pacific theater. 


The Pullman Company has and will continue to place all available 
cars at points specified by the armed services. The choice of the points 
to be served and the particular units to be moved will remain under the 


jurisdiction of the armed services. 


I am mindful that this action will result in considerable inconvenience 
to civilians but on the other hand I feel they will cheerfully accept the 
situation when they realize that it is one way in which they can make 
another important contribution to the war effort.

ARMY TO HALT CIVILIAN FOOD 


SHIPMENTS TO FREED EUROPE 


WASHINGTON, July 13 (AP)— 
The Army will stop supplying 
foodyto civilians in Italy and in 
the Kberated countries of Europe 
on Sépt. 1, the War Department 
said westerday. 

The only liberated countries 
currently being supplied by the 
Army are Belgium, Holland, Nor- 
way and Denmark. Army ship- 
ments of food to the Balkans 
were halted in May and to France 
in April. A department spokes- 
man estimated that the Army had 
supplied upward of $700,000,000 
worth of food to Europe in the 
last two years. The United States; 
the United Kingdom and Canada 
supplied a total of about $1,250,- 
000,000 worth of food in that time. 

Some food still will be sent to 
Germany for use by civilians, but 
the department spokesman said 
that those shipments would be on 
a lower scale than the shipments 
to liberated countries had been. 
Lend-lease shipments of food to 
Russia ended July 1, with the ex- 
ception of food allocated in the 
second quarter of the year but 
still unshipped. 


ALLIED GUARANTEE OF GREEK 
SOIL’S INTEGRITY REPORTED 


ATHENS, July 13 (AP)—Greece 
was declared by the newspaper 
Daily Embros today to have re- 
ceived a categorical guarantee of 
its territorial integrity and 
Premier Adm, Petros Voulgaris 
said “express Allied assurances 
justify optimism.” 


The Premier called on the 
Greek people in a speech last 
night to have confidence in 
Greece’s “powerful allies” and in 
its old friendship with Yugoslavia. 

The newspaper quoted what it 
said was the highest authority in 
its declaration that protection of 
Greek soil was guaranteed. 

Representatives of the E.A.M.,

At the rear of the 
Jounge an appetizing Red Cross 
snack bar offers free light re- 
freshment. 


Adequate Quarters for Units. 


There is nothing “institutional” 
about his treatment when the. 
veteran reaches the quarters of 
the agency charged with disposal 
of his problems or with replying 
to his questions. There is ap- 
proximately 8000 square feet of 
Space on each of the nine floors 
and adequate quarters for each 
unit to avoid the appearance of 
undue haste or crowding. The 
ninth floor is occupied by a $7000- 
a-year City Director of Veteran 
Activities David A. Thompson, 
formerly in charge of the Admin- 
istration of the New York Depart- 
ment of Public Works.

On the eighth floor the veteran

or Navy. Failing here, he may 
visit the office of the New York 
City Department of Welfare, divi- 
sion of veterans’ assistance, also 
on hand to assist the veteran with 
social, family and financial prob- 
lems.

York City vacancy listing bureau, 
where immediate and direct con- 
nections are made between veter- 
ans and leasing agents or others 
with vacant quarters in his rental

The entire third floor is devoted 


to the New York City Department 
of Health. Emergency or first aid 


treatment is provided for men or 
women visitors. A veteran in need 
of more extensive medical atten- 
tion, or with members of his im- 
mediate family in such need, is 
directed to hospital or physician, 
with selection depending on his 
preferences or financial status. 
This department also arranges for 
dental work. If ability to pay is 
involved in any instance, that is 
settied later. 

The New York Public Library 
has taken over the second floor. 
Already stocked with a wide selec- 
tion of books in all eategories, it 
affords a comfortable reading and 
lounging room. Books may be bor- 
rowed by veterans without “cards,” 
and may be returned to any 
branch of the public library most 
convenient to their daily itiner- 
ary. Newspapers, magazines, maps 
and globes also are on hand. 

Urgent invitations have been ex- 
tended to other agencies to es- 
tablish offices at the Veterans’ 
Center, among them various cu)l- 
tural and art organizations, and 
the veterans groups which regu- 
larly handle pension claims and 
appeals, aid in appealing from 
types of discharge and in obtain- 
ing veterans’ relief under special 
circumstances. Representation 
also is expected from U. S. De- 
partment of Agriculture for farm 
counseling and several] state agen- 
cies not now in the building, such 
as the Division of Vocational Re- 
habilitation and others. 

The center is open to all vet- 
erans without regard to resi- 
dence. 


DE GAULLE FAVORS 
END OF ‘HELLISH 
CYCLE’ OF CABINETS 


Future of France Largely De- 
pends on Coming Election, 


He Says. 


PARIS, July 13 (AP) — Gen. 
Charles de Gaulle said in a broad- 
cast last night that the kind of 
government France is to have 
must be decided by the French 
people alone. The country’s first 
general election since before the 
war is set for Oct. 14. The elec- 
tion will combine balloting for 
seats in a national assembly and 
a referendum on whether France 
is to go back to the constitution 
of 1875, abandoned by the Vichy 
Government, or draft a new con- 
stitution. 

De Gaulle expressed his own 
opposition to a single legislative 
house, favored by leftist parties, 


saying it would “absorb all power 


without any limit to its preroga- 
tives.” 

De Gaulle declared that he feels 
the constitution of 1875 needs at 
least revision “to correspond to 
the exigencies of this difficult 
era.” He reminded his listeners 
that France has had 13 different 
constitutions in the last 150 years, 
plus innumerable’ governments 
and political disorders and more 
than one coup d’etat.” 

“This hellish cycle,”

But that is the way Berliners 
are talking.

Goering saw it as a center of 
political intrigues that might one 
day result in detaching the 
Ukraine from Soviet Russia. 

He had a long talk on the whole 
subject of Eastern Europe with 
Joseph Lipski, the Polish Ambas- 
sador in Berlin. Lipski had been 
Ambassador in Berlin since 1933. 

When it came to the crisis with 
Poland in August, 1939, Lipski was 
the man whom Foreign Minister 
Joachim von Ribbentrop consid- 
ered “unauthorized” to accept Ger- 
many’s peremptory last-minute de- 
mands on the eve of war because 
he described himself as “Ambas- 
sador” and not as plenipotentiary. 
After the outbreak of the war he 
left Germany and joined the Po- 
lish Army in the west as a private. 


Discussion With Lipski. 


Here is Goering’s record of his 
conversation with him soon after 
the signing of the Munich agree- 
ment in 1938: 

“Lipski: Oct. 2. 

“Discussions about Polish inten- 
tions. 

“Maintain contact, avoid misun- 
derstandings. 

“Hungarian-Slovakian problem— 
pressure on Hungary to give way, 
but only with regard to Slovakia. 

“Problem Carpatho-Ukraine. Po- 
land interested but not in question 
of territory. 

“Poland afraid that Communist 
troubles could develop’ there. 
Country inclined toward Hungary. 

“Snould be bridge for settlement 
of Great-Ukraine question. 

“But this small country means 


nothing to Great-Ukraine. Differ- 


‘ent religions. Ruthenians are not 
Ukrainians. 

“Communist center for Balkans 
and against Poland was and is 
established there. 

“For Poland such source ' of 
Ukrainian intransigence is very 
alarming. 

“Would lead to hardening of 
Ukrainian problem in Poland. 

“Poland therefore wishes that 
this part should go to Hungary so 
that it can be- controlled. 

“Propaganda in west to the ef- 
fect that this common frontier 
would be danger to Germany. That 
would be absurd.” 


Notes on Romania. 


The common frontier to which 
Goering referred is a common 
frontier that would result between 
Poland and Hungary should Ru- 
thenia be granted to Hungary. 
This did happen, but not until 
1939 (and, as shown above, Rus- 
sia now has it). 

Goering’s reference to propa- 
ganda in the west on this subject 
is obscure. It is difficult to deduce 
whether he meant there was ai- 
ready such propaganda. 

His notes on the Lipski conver-

Houses for Veterans 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

With all of the talk about what St. 
Louis is going to do for the returning 
veterans, let’s have more action and 
less talk. I am one of the many vet- 
erans who have no sooner been dis- 
charged and returned home than we 
are served with eviction notices. 

When we were in service, we were 
told that we were fighting for the Four 
Freedoms. Freedom from fear and 
want were two of them. I believe we 
have lost the war as far as those two 
are concerned. 

It is contrary to OPA regulations to 
evict a serviceman’s wife and children. 
But as soon as he is discharged, it is 
legal. I don’t see why his coming home 
makes so much difference. There still 
is no place to move to. 

The landlords don’t want children. I 
have three, and I am sure no one thinks 
a veteran is capable of buying a home 
on $300 mustering-out pay. 

You will probably say, why doesn’t 
he take advantage of the GI loan? He 
can, if he doesn't mind living out in a 
subdivision in no man’s land, miles 
from his work—provided, of course, he 
is earning at least $250 a month. There 
will be few veterans coming home to 
jobs of that sort, you can be assured, 
with the cutbacks that have and will 
come in the near future. 

Here is something of a solution, I 
think: prefabricate houses for veterans 
until more substantial homes can be 
built, the same as England is doing 
now. She is buying the houses from 
us, so we do have the materials. Why 
can't we do it? 

On top of all that, the houses are par- 
tially furnished and rent for only $2 a 
week. I understand that British homes 
have been bombed out, but I am poing 
to receive a Blockbuster in two weeks 
with “eviction” written all over it, with 
no place to go. Is there any difference? 

Let's do now what is planned to be 
done two or three years from now. The 
wolf is at many veterans’ doors right 
now.

The Osceola Times, published 
in Mississippi County, right south of the Mis- 
souri line—a cotton-growing region where for- 
eign trade ought to be a consideration with the 
people—inveighs against clearing the legal decks 
so that rehabilitation loans can be made to the 
devastated countries. “Before saddling such a 
responsibility upon Americans,” the paper urges, 
“Senator Fulbright will do well to consider the 
welfare of the people of the United States.” 

There is no question the repeal of the John- 
son Act would be in America’s self-interest—not 
only would it be to our advantage in meeting im- 
mediate problems of world recovery but also it 
is essential for long-run reconstruction. Yet the 
Arkansas paper’s editorial is a clear indication 
that many sections.of the country still don’t rec- 
ognize these facts. 


Senator Fulbright has gathered laurels in the 


field of education, both as professor and as head 
of the University of Arkansas. We believe he 
would do well to devote some of his talent for 
clear statement of issues to explaining to the 
people why such isolationist measures hurt their 
real interests. 

His resolution as a freshman Representative 
from Arkansas cleared away the underbrush of 
double-talk about our participation in world 
peace machinery. It smoothed the path for Dum- 
barton Oaks, Bretton Woods and San Francisco. 
It also smoothed its author’s path to the Senate. 

Mr. Fulbright ought to undertake this same 
sort of job to increase the people’s understand- 
ing of economic foundations that must be laid for 
real worldwide prosperity. Without this, peace 
will be empty of the full employment and pros- 
perity we need at home and can have only by 
full employment and prosperity around the globe. 

Mr. Fulbright’s repealer doesn’t lack support 
of the administration or in the Republican party. 
But it is misunderstood by some of his constitu- 
ents. The Osceola Times has stated the truth, 
but not the whole truth, when it said that “the 
billions of dollars borrowed by our Government 
must be repaid by American taxpayers.” But it 
failed to state that the only way our taxpayers 
can have enough income to make these repay- 
ments is through America’s continuing prosperity 
through full employment, 

It failed to point out that we have come of 
age as a creditor country, and must export both 
our produce and manufactures, our skills and 
service—and our capital in investments abroad 
—if the domestic market is to have the sub- 
stantial supplement of foreign trade without 
which we cannot maintain America’s general 
prosperity. 

Mr. Fulbright should take this message to 
Arkansas, and to.the country. He should tell the 
common people why it is to the self-interest of 
the Arkansas farmers and the Detroit workers 
and the people in general to get rid of this iso- 
lationist act. 
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Citizens’ Council Slum Program 

There are some excellent ideas in the slum- 
clearance and urban rehabilitation program sub- 
mitted to the Anti-Slum Commission by the 
Citizens’ Council on Housing and Community 
Planning, a group of church, civic and labor 
people. 

It is good in its realistic recognition that a 
variety of economic arrangements will be needed. 
Undiluted private industry can take care of the 
most fortunate fraction of the people. Given a 
reasonable degree of public concession in return 
for a voluntary limitation on profits, private en- 
terprise can also provide for many people of 
lesser means whom it is not now serving ade- 
quately. For the poorest people, we shall be 
wise to accept any aid we can get from the 
Federal Government. 

Another excellent point is the recognition that 
redevelopment must be centered in neighbor- 
hoods rather than in living quarters alone. New 
housing without adequate provision for park- 
ways, play areas, schools and the like would only 
be the beginning of another generation’s slums, 
We should, one may add, give this need much 
greater care than it got in our existing housing 
projects. 

It is not, of course, a complete plan or pro- 
gram, nor does it intend to be. It touches a part 
of the question of what we want but passes over 
how to get it; it does not deal with the crucial 
theme of cost reduction, which Judge Vinson, 
Secretary-to-be of the Treasury, took up in his 
recent report from Washington. But it is some- 
thing substantial dropped in the hopper. 

It is a manifestation of community interest, 
the indispensable ingredient. It is only one, we 
hope, of a large flood of plans, proposals, pro- 
grams, even fragmentary ideas that will go in 
the hopper, for out of multitude of thoughts 
will come sounder decisions and quicker prog- 
ress toward execution in grass and trees, brick 
and concrete. 
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Bretton Woods First 

Senator Barkley has shown sound judgment, 
we believe, in insisting that the Senate take ac- 
tion on the Bretton Woods agreements next 
week before the debate on the San Francisco 
Charter begins. While the Charter consent won't 
be affected by a short postponement of the 
speeches nearly every Senator can be expected 
to make about the peace organization, Bretton 
Woods might be seriously affected by a long- 
continued delay, 

The majority leader believes three days will 
be enough for the approval of the plan for an 
International Monetary Fund and International 
Bank for Reconstruction and Development with- 
out any change in the House bill. If the iron 
is as hot as he thinks it is, now is the time. to 
get the bill on the statute books. 

The Charter, however, is profiting by the delay 
in action on it, and Senator Barkley has made 


the amazing prediction that the Senate may ad- 
vise and consent to it without a single oppos- 
ing vote. 

This is a breathtaking prospect, particularly 
in view of the fact that Hiram Johnson, than 
whom no 1919 member was more isolationist, is 
still in the Senate, and that Burton K. Wheeler 
had been thought almost as determined a foe of 
the plan. 

Had the vote been taken the day Mr. Truman 
presented the precious document, some negative 
votes would surely have been cast. But if the 
delay does bring the few remaining sinners to 
repentance, it will have been very much to the 
good. 


Plight of the Airlines 

A very attractive young man named Paris once 
got himself in trouble with three goddesses over 
a golden apple. He needed the favor of all of 
them, but could please just one. 

American airlines interested in doing over- 
seas business are currently playing the Paris 
part in Washington. They need the favor of a 
number of agencies, but only one has really 
smiled on them. 

The Civil Aeronautics Board broke the ice on 
postwar aviation policy by certifying three new 
routes across the North Atlantic. CAB, still wait- 
ing along with the airlines for congressional 
action to get us ready for international aviation, 
is sticking by the competitive principle. But 
CAB doesn’t have planes to sell. CAB doesn’t 
negotiate landing rights. And an airline not 
only needs something to fly, but a place to put 
it down when it gets where it’s going. 

Army Transport Command has released 20 
C54’s but will have to close out more of its own 
lines and release much more equipment before 
inter-ocean traffic can go anywhere. There is 
not much doubt in Washington but that ATC 
could and should be a little more open-handed, 
now that the European war is over, and speed 
the return of a strategic business to private en- 
terprisers. 

The State Department has done nothing con- 
structive about negotiating landing rights in 
Italy and France and Russia. Part of it is 
British pressure against our own interests toe 
keep the United States from utilizing the very 
advantages Great Britain fears. Part of it is 
French interest in some kind of international 
pooling of aviation—a policy this Government 
naturally will not consider. Much of it is the 
same old dilatdry State Department way of 
putting off until tomorrow what should have 
been done day before yesterday. 

Yes, we do have an advantage over other coun- 
tries as the greatest air and industrial power in 
the world. It is just the kind of advantage that 
calls for militant and immediate use of it before 
it is impaired. Unless there is a little more 
smiling on and a little more attention to interna- 
tional aviation around Washington, our present 
advantage will be impaired. The country is go- 
ing to suffer. 
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So Why Travel? 


St. Louisans are entitled to contemplate the 
current travel restrictions with indifference, or 
even a touch of lofty disdain. For what’s the 
point in bundling ourselves off to remote vaca- 
tion spots, with a summer here at home that 
is bringing the climatic delights of Cape Cod, 
the Canadian Rockies and an eight-day Great 
Lakes cruise right around to our own front doors? 

So the few civilian Pullmans are sold out, and 
the chair cars offer standing room only. Who 
cares? Any St. Louis front lawn in this phe- 
nomenal mid-July gives the pleasant illusion 
of having been transplanted to the shore of a 
pine-fringed lake lying blue and serene déep in 
the North Woods. Our air-conditioned daytime 
breezes rival those of Denver or Duluth. Our 
nights demand a blanket or two, as formerly re- 
ported at this season only on postcards from 
Montana ranches and cabins in the Berkshires. 

The ODT says civilians will have to stay home 
and like it. So far, we like it fine; St. Louis 
this summer hasn't followed its tradition of be- 
coming a part of the less habitable tropics, but 
has remained firmly in the temperate zone. Mr. 
Wahlgren, the local weather regulator, couldn't 
have picked a better year for keeping it there. 
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Secretary Ickes’s enemies appear to be plan- 
ning a political execution for him on the order 
of the punishment concocted by the Mikado of 
Gilbert and Sullivan’s opera. Something slow 
and lingering, with a touch of tidewater oil. 
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Our Laggardness With Veterans 


New York, as is related in our news columns 
today, makes the special readjustment services 
offered to veterans both fruitful and pleasant. 
Efficiency is accomplished very simply by bring- 
ing as many agencies and as much power of de- 
cision as possible under one roof. Palatability 
is won by resolutely shunning the institutional 
attitude that so often causes a certain obnoxious- 
ness in people who make a profession of helping 
others. It is a story that St. Louis cannot read 
with much pride. 

Very belatedly, St. Louis is only beginning to 
follow New York’s example. In the Old Court- 
house if available, otherwise in another building, 
an “information and referral’ center will be 
opened. That is a good step forward. Informa- 
tion and referral, however, leave much avoid- 
able leg-work to be done by recipients of the 
service, As yet, there is no real assurance that 
it will not continue to send men and women 
trotting all over town only to find that antici- 
pated jobs are not really vacant or that they 
must visit a half-dozen more widely separated 
bureaus to perfect their claims or loan applica- 
tions. One can only hope it will substantially 
moderate the institutional runaround that a group 
of ex-service men met Wednesday night to com- 
plain about. 

To compare St. Louis’s achievement with New 
York’s creates a surmise that some of our agen- 
cies are overmuch concerned with their own cus- 
tomary routines and institutional separateness. 
There is only one way to keep that surmise from 
becoming conviction—revamp the system on the 
firm resolution that it is intended for maximum 
usefulness and for no other purpose whatsoever, 
and do it speedily.

President's recommendation of Federal funds to tide workers over 
unemployment when war plants shut down is elementary justice 
of to men who responded to national need, paper says; it is impera- 
tive, too, because we can't afford an epidemic of unemployment.

The emergency action called for by 
President Truman to tide war workers over 
the reconversion period is imperative on 
two clear counts. 

To begin with, it is a matter of elemen- 
tary justice to the men who have stayed 
on their jobs in response to the plea of 
national need, As the President put it, 
“The transition from war to peace igs part 
and parcel of the wat and we cannot shirk 
our obligation to those temporarily unem- 
ployed through no fault of their own.” 


The men thrown out of jobs through the 
closing of war plants will be economic cas- 
ualties of the war. By every moral consid- 
eration, they are entitled to national assist- 
ance in the process of readjustment. Mr. 
Truman stated the case succinctly: 

To produce what is needed for the 
Pacific war, we must appeal to the 
workers to accept and remain in jobs 
which they ultimately must lose when 
munitions production -ceases, The Gov- 
ernment has thus incurred a mora] ob- 
ligation to those workers and to those 
who have stuck faithfully to their posts 
in the past. 


Bulwark Against Deflation 


In the next place, the action urged by 
the President is imperative from the point 
of view of our national economic health, 
We cannot afford another epidemic of un- 
employment. And, as experience has abun- 
dantly demonstrated, unemployment is a 
painfully contagious disease, 

Mr. Truman set forth this second consid- 
eration with equal force and directness: 

Decent unemployment benefits would 

serve as a bulwark against _post- 
war deflation. By assuring workers of 
a definite income for a definite period 
of time, Congress will help materially 
to prevent a sharp decline in consumer 
expenditures which might otherwise 
result in a downward spiral of con- 
sumption and production. Adequate un- 
employment insurance is an indispensa- 
ble form of prosperity insurance. 

There is another vital consideration 
which makes this insurance of prosperity, 
or at least of decent living standards, of 
national concern. We may plan for inter- 
national co-operation at San Francisco 
with the utmost wisdom, but if large num- 
bers of our own people are unemployed, 
bitter and disillusioned, these plans can 
never be realized. 


Economic Distress and Isolationism 


Economic distress internally can produce 
nothing but a narrow nationalism in our 
relations abroad. Its victims fall easy prey 
to demagogues and chauvinists. An orderly 
solution of our economic problems at home 
is a prerequisite to full and effective ac- 
ceptance of international responsibilities. 


With so much at stake for all of us as a 
nation, it is myopic folly to intrude into 
this issue the irrelevant concept of states’ 
rights. The contention that unemployment 
insurance must be left wholly to the states 
was used to defeat a program of Federal 
unemployment benefits advanced by the 
late President Roosevelt in the spring of 
1942 to offset the dislocations of conversion 
to war production. It brought about the 
defeat last year of reconversion proposals 
by Mr. Roosevelt, similar to those now ad- 
vanced by Mr, Truman, 


The plain fact is that the states, despite 
ample opportunity, have not acted to meet 
this problem adequately. Only one state 
law provides for the payment of benefits 
up to $25 a week. Only four states provide 
benefits for as many as 26 wegks, and then 
in relation to the length of time the work- 
er was previously employed, 

Moreover, no protection whatever is now 
provided for the employes of navy yards, 
arsenals, Government offices and other 
Federal establishments. Yet they are even 
more subject than the employes of private 
plants to the risks of unemployment, 


For Our National Self-Interest 


This is now genuinely a matter of na- 
tional emergency, and there is no longer 
time to exhort the states to change their 
laws. In certain industries, notably ship- 
building and aircraft production, large- 
scale layoffs are already taking place or 
are imminent. The resultant joblessness 
will thus be localized, but it will be none- 
theless severe and dangerous. 


For our part, we would go beyond the 
President’s recommendations and provide 
transportation allowances to enable dis- 
placed workers to go home or to move to 
areas where manpower continues to be 
scarce. National self-interest, even more 
than generosity. dictates such assistance. 


A great nation cannot switch from war 
to peace without grave manpower disloca- 
tions. Those who, like Senator Taft, see a 
step toward “Federalization of the unem- 
ployment compensation systems” must be 
looking for bugbears. Mr. Truman has ex- 
plicitly stated that “the benefits should ap- 
propriately be administered by the states.” 


The danger we confront is a national 
one. It should be met, as we have tradi- 
tionally met such dangers, through Fed- 
eral-state co-operation, by a united nation.

To be 
precise, it was 125 years ago that a pioneer 
came out of the Missoui} prairie to a prom- 
ised land called Texas, He was Moses Aus- 
tin. He never realized his ambition to settle 
here, but a dying request sent his son, 
Stephen, who became the recognized father 
of this great State,

Report on a Relocation Camp 
And Its People Under Stress 


“The Governing of Men,” by Alexander H. Leightem 
(Princeton University Press, Princeton, N. J.) 
When the Government in the spring of 

1942 moved 110,000 Japanese-Americans 

from the West Coast to relocation centers 

in the interior, it took a step unprecedented 
in the country’s history. Much has been 
written about this wartime action from the 
aspect of civil liberties, but Lt.. Comédr. 

Leighton’s book is something different. It 

is a careful clinical study of the center at 

Poston, Ariz., covering most of its history, 

from the viewpoint of the Psychologist and 

sociologist. 

Leighton was head of a research unit 
assigned to observe the course of events at 
Poston, in order to help guide policy at all 
the centers and to make findings of pos- 
sible value in administering occupied areas 
overseas. The writer wisely refrains from 
technical jargon in the body of his long 
report, and the result is a document that 
should interest and enlighten a wide public 
The findings are candid, and are presented 
in excellent literary style. 

. * * 


The report views the center’s inmates, 
17,867 at the maximum, as people under 
stress because of removal from their homes 
and occupations, subjection to suspicion 
and distrust, life in strange and often 
primitive camp surroundings, and uncer- 
tainty as to the future. Their adjustment 
to normal community life, the official goal 
of the project, called for the wisest kind of 
administration, but this was often lacking 
for two reasons: unsympathetic attitude of 
many among the staff and confusion of 
Government policy toward the evacuees. 

One difficulty was caused by two op- 
posed types of thinking among the staff. 
The author calls one group “people 
minded”; they considered the evacuees as 
people first and as Japanese second. The 
other group, the “stereotype-minded,” 
viewed them as Japanese first, then as 
people. The cleavages among the inmates 
were based largely on the rift between the 
Nisei (American-born Japanese) and the 
Issei (immigrants), complicated by the 
presence of Kibei, Nisei educated in Japan. 

The climax of the book is a strike of 
evacuees, after the arrest of two Japanese 
on a charge of severely beating a third. 
This brought all the grievances and ten- 
sions of both sides to a head. Some of the 
staff wanted to call in soldiers to break the 
atrike. The Administrator handled this 
dangerous situation ably, no violence re- 
sulted and lessons were learned by both 
sides that made effective self-government 
of the camp possible. = 


” « * 


The last third of the work is a virtual 
handbook for military and ciyilian admin- | 
istrators abroad. The author’s recommen- 
dations are based on his conviction that 
social organization, differences in culture 
and, above all, individual characteristics 
must be considered closely in administering 
government for such groups. 

Whether the resettlement undertaking 
was a success or a failure will be debated 
for a long time. But if the program laid 
down by Leighton on the basis of his find- 
ings at Poston proveg as sensible in prac- 
tice as it seems to the reader, then this 
book, as a by-product of the experiment, 
will go down on the credit side of its ledger.

But the 
whole context makes it clear that 
this permanent official is, in ef- 
fect, an Ambassador dealing with 
routine operations, reporting 
through the State Department to

The President’s Agent. 

To give him any independent | 
powers would be to impair the 
President's authority to conduct 
the foreign relations of the United 
States, and even his authority as

by any independent judgment of 
his own to commit the United 
States, and even to use the armed 
forces of the United States, is 
fantastic. 

We cannot have two foreign

No new question of substance 
or principle is involved in the 
legislation, which will be neces- 
sary, to authorize his appoint- 
ment and to appropriate funds 
for his salary and expenses. The 
office should of course be given 
dignity, and rank equal with that 
of the British, Soviet, French and 
Chinese permanent _representa- 
tive, But it should not be vested 
with any power of its own. What- 
ever new powers and obligations 
the ratification of the Charter 
creates can be vested only in 
one place—in the President of the 
United States, subject to all the 
normal constitutional limitations.

Competition or Monopoly in World 
Communication?

It seems that the farmer finally 
got a hired man and he was a 
bear for work. The first day he 
cut the hay in the “south forty” 
and the second day he did more 
fencing than any hired man be- 
fore him had ever done. The 
third day the farmer put him to 
sorting seed potatoes in the base- 
ment. 


In the late afternoon his em- 
ployer found the model hired man 
with hardly half a bushel of po- 
tatoes sorted. He looked up rue- 
fully and said: “Yeah, I know. 
But it’s these decisions that kill 
you.” | 

We're at the-end of one era and 
at the beginning of another. That 
means decisions—on air transpor- 
tation, on communications, on 
military service and at least a 
dozen other vital issues. In the 
fateful phrase that Sumner Welles 
used as the title of his brilliant 
book, it is, in more, ways than 
one, a “time for decision.” 

Take the business of world com- 
munications—the network of elec- 
trical impulses that ties the globe 
into a smal] knot, with no com- 
munity more than a few seconds 
away from any other community. 
Will there be competition among 
American companies? Or is that 
kind of competition outmoded? 
Must we have one consolidated 
company that will—theoretically, 
at least—compete with the monop- 
oly companies of other nations? 


A Complicated Picture. 


Questions like these cast a long 
shadow into the future. They may 
mean more than the words of the 
Charter the Senate is about to 
debate. So much can turn on the 
answers—far more than the mere 
matter of profits for one group or 
another. 

On the path this country should 
follow in international communi- 
cations, there is far less agree- 
ment within the Government than 
there is on the position we should 
take in postwar aviation. May- 
be it’s because the communica- 
tions picture is more complicated. 

Recently a Senate subcommittee 
headed by Senator Burton Wheeler 
of Montana made a tour of Europe 
and the Middle East. They were 
under the chaperonage of Adm. 
Joseph R. Redman, Director of 
Communications for the Navy and 
one of the chief advocates of a 
merger that would unite all com- 
panies in the international com- 
munications field in one. That 
single United States company 
would have the blessing of the 
Government. One of the Navy’s 
chief arguments is that this is 
necessary for national security. 

According to reports, the Senate 
committee came back pretty well 
convinced some such merger was 
necessary. One argument Adm. 
Redman used is that the present 
U. S military communications sys- 
tem could not be retrieved for

But since much of this military 
equipment is being operated in 
foreign countries that would never 
permit a similar use in peacetime, 
such an argument would seem to 
have little weight. 


Mr. Porter for Merger. 


Accompanying the Senators, . 
was Chairman Paul Porter of the 
Federal Communications Commis- 
sion, the young New Dealer who 
was publicity director for the 
Democratic National Committee in 
the last campaign. Porter ®has 
come out publicly for a merger. 
But, as he explains it, it would be 
quite a different ticket than the 
companies would write if they 
could have their own way. To be- 
gin with, Porter would force a 
separation of function—no com- 
pany in the domestic communica- 
tions field could also be in the 
international field, 

In other words, you would have 
a very closely regulated monopoly. 
Some Senators, Wheeler among 
them, argue that if you can go 
that far, why not go the whole 
way and have Government owner- 
ship? 

The best statement for compe- 
tition has been made by Assistant 
Secretary of State William L. 
Clayton. He made a forceful case 
for the advantages of competitive 
rates; for competition in service, 
in skill, in inventiveness. This is 
the view, too, of the Department 
of Justice. 

It seems to me it is hard to an- 
swer those arguments. Admittedly 
the problem is fearfully compli- 
cated. Unless you are a specialist, 
you can hardly understand it. 

The step toward a monopoly fs 
a long one. It will be a precedent. 
Events are forcing these decisions, 
and they are not easy.

Idea of More 
Pay for Shorter Hours 
‘Leads Downhill Into 
Swamps.’ 


Asserts 


ROANOKE, Va., July 13 (AP)— 
Donald R. Richberg asserted last 
night that “those so-called leaders 
of labor who keep perpetually de- 
manding more pay for less pro- 
duction in shorter hours are lead- 
ing their followers downhill and 
into the swamps.” 

The Washington attorney and 
former NRA chief said in an ad- 
dress before the Roanoke Rotary 
Club that three reconversion and 
postwar programs are being pro- 
moted by “friends of labor’ which 
“will insure less earnings, more 
unemployment and more difficult 
working conditions for the vast 
majority of American wage 
earners.” 

These three programs, Richberg 
declared, are: 

“The folly of demanding more 
pay for less productive work. 

“The folly of refusing to have 
a legal obligation imposed on 
both employers and employes to 
settle labor controversies peace- 
ably. 

“The folly of trying to make it 
illegal for employers and em- 
ployves to exercise a freedom of 
choice as to their associates and 
co-workers.” 

“Probably these criticisms will 
put me in the labor doghouse re- 
served for reactionaries and rene- 
gades,” Richberg commented, “de- 
spite the long years of service I 
have given to the cause of organ- 
ized labor.” 

But, he said, he felt it necessary 
to “protest as earnestly and noisily 
as I can against delusive schemes 
to benefit labor which will have 
more unhappy results than invest- 
ing in gold bricks or Japanese 
bonds. 

“The only way whereby a policy 
of higher wages and lower prices 
can be maintained is through in- 
creasing the productivity per man- 
hour of labor,” he asserted. “There- 
fore shortened hours and higher 
pay, with no increased produc. 
tivity, bring nothing but inflation, 
that is, rising prices with a dimin- 
ishing value of the dollar. 

“The effort to delude the masses 
of the people into thinking that, 
when the war is over, they are go- 
ing to live better and work less, 
is a confidence game of majestic 
size.”

Political Background. 

Lipski, interviewed in London, 
compared Goering’s notes with his 
own diary and made these com- 
ments: 

“The conversation in question 
took place at Karinhall (Goering’s 
estate).on the morning of Oct. 21, 
1938. I forwarded a detailed ac- 


count to the Polish Foreign Office 
and I am in possession of a copy 
of that report. 

“Goering’s notes are a rough 
summary of the points raised in 
our conversation; the arguments 
used by both Goering and myself 
are presented in some confusion 
and give no indication of the 
theme used by either party.” 

As regards the political back- 
ground of the conversation, he 
added, the following facts should 
be noted: 

The Nazi leaders, intoxicated as 
they were at that time by their 
easy triumph at Munich, increased 
their activities in eastern Europe. 

In connection with the Hungar- 
ian claims to Slovakia and Ru- 
thenia, Nazi activities concentrat- 
ed mainly on the Ukrainian ques- 
tion. 

Vienna, which was then the 
headquarters of the Ukrainian ter-

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Excellent Remake of ‘Petrified Forest’ 


UMPHREY BOGART, as all you quiz kids know, got his 
H start in movies in a picture released in 1936 called “The 

Petrified Forest.” The picture, made from the Robert E. 
Sherwood play by that name, had Bogart acting a killer who, 

with his gang, tried to hide out in a lonely hotel 
in the desert where he killed and got killed. It 
was a very fine movie, one in which, besides the 
career-making performance by Bogart, there 
were fine performances by Leslie Howard, as the 
man of culture who ‘pitted his wits against 
Bogart, the man of blood, and Bette Davis, 
as the girl in the case. Love of the girl, a 
symbol of dife and beauty, was the motive the man of culture 
needed to give him the courage to go up against the bloody 
man, who needed no further motive for trying to mow down 
the world than love of self. 

Now, in a remarkable adaptation, the Sherwood theme is 
again on view here. The picture is called “ESCAPE IN THE 
DESERT,” and it is being shown at the ST. LOUIS Theater. 

Helmut Dantine takes the part Bogart made famous, but 
is an escaped Nazi prisoner of war rather than a native Amer- 
ican killer. Philip Dorn takes the part Leslie Howard had, 
but becomes a Dutch aviator and (in civil life) painter who is 
en route across the United States for combat service even- 
tually in the Dutch East Indies. Dorn, taking advantage of a 
post-European war furlough to hitchhike across the country 
because he -vants to see what the Americans are like, stops off 
at the combination gas station, restaurant, and hotel of Samuel 
S. Hinds, his 10-year-old grandson, Blayney Lewis, and lovely 
granddaughter, Jean Sullivan. The escaped Nazis, ruthlessly 
liquidating all opposition in their path, reach the Hinds place.

The 
adaptation was by Marvin Borowsky, the screen play by 
Thomas Job. All acting jobs had that fat rich flavor that 
comes from the right combination of story, direction, and 
talents. Bit parts were handled by Alan Hale, Irene Manning, 
Bill Kennedy, Kurt Kreuger, Rudolph Anders, and Hans 
Schumm. 


Humphrey Bogart a Killer Again 

Humphrey Bogart, after a few very successful tries re- 
cently at being a “good” guy (in a tough sort of way, of course), 
is back at being a “bad guy.” In “CONFLICT,” now playing 

at the FOX, he plays the part of a prosperous 
and genteel engineer in whom still waters run 
deep enough to have murder at the bottom of 
them. Married to lovely Rose Hobart, he stirs 
up his still waters by falling in love with his 
wife's lovely sister, Alexis Smith. All might yet 
have turned out as well as could be reasonably 
expected had Rose not suspected the extent of 
his feelings for Alexis. One late afternoon, as the married 
couple were getting ready to go to a celebration of their fifth 
or sixth wedding anniversary, to be presented them as a gift 
by their friend, Sydney Greenstreet, a psychiatrist, she brought 
the matter up. 

“Lucky,” she said cuttingly, “that my sister doesn’t know 
about the way you feel. She would laugh at you.” 

Bogart's face went funny and then got camouflaged as 
though it were hiding behind the smoke screen of his features. 
From behind the features, he said, “I wish you hadn't said 
that.” Without further ado, he set about plotting and accom- 
plishing his wife’s murder. He probably would have succeeded 
afterwards in winning Alexis had it not been for Greenstreet. 
How the big fat man, with a face as blank as Bogart’s, man- 
ages to get a confession from him when the police are foiled 
is what makes the plot of the remainder of the picture.

Why does a man become a murderer? How, in cold blood, 
does he bring himself to accomplish the deed? What is the

The Russian novelist, Feodor Dostoievsky,

Low Blood Pressure 


DISCUSSION on low blood 
A pressure as a counterpart to 
that on high blood pressure, 
already presented, is warranted. 
Because the condition is _ fre- 
quently observed and because it is 
often, though not necessarily so, 
of marked clinical significance, its 
recordings are as essential as the 
high blood pressure readings. 
Among chronic cases determina- 
tion of the blood pressure is just 
as important as that of the pulse 
or temperature in acute cases. 
There is no agreement as to the 
etiology or clinical significance of 
the constantly low blood pressure 
readings which are present in 
some patients. The figure for the 
minimal normal level of the blood 
pressure in health is difficult to 
determine. Cases of low blood 
pressure are seen in individuals 
whose circulatory efficiency, to all 
practical purposes, is not im- 
paired. In fact low blood pres- 
sure, put on a comparative basis 
with high blood pressure, favors 
longevity. Spontaneous attacks 
may occur and without apparent 
cause from emotional excitement. 
Sudden changes in the position of 
the head and change from the 
horizontal to the upright position 
can produce this phenomena, This 
is likely due to failure of the blood 
pressure regularity mechanisms to 
adjust themselves to sudden 
changes of posture, 


On the more serious side it is 
important to recognize low blood 
pressure as a significant finding 
in some clearly defined organic 
disorders. Wasting diseases such 
as cancer and well advanced 
chronic infections such as ane- 
mia, malnutrition, lack of thyroid 
substance, heart disease, amyloid 
disease, Addison’s disease (adre- 
nal gland), shock from any cause, 
internal hemorrhages, etc., are as- 
sociated with low blood pressure. 
There are still other causes, but 
those named are sufficient to il- 
lustrate the importance of clinical 
investigation by a competent 
physician when this finding is 
persistently present. 

Some low blood pressure record- 
ings are apparently of no signifi- 
cance, especially if the individual's 
general physical examination: is 
satisfactory. I suggested the im- 
portance of a detailed study of all 
cases of high blood pressure and 
I make this same suggestion in 
the case of low blood pressure. In 
the case of both conditions, nega- 
tive findings give confidence and 
positive findings suggests im- 
mediate steps for improvement 
and may arrest further inroads 
on your health. In any event 
medical supervision ig essential 
for suggestive therapy and pro- 
tection of your future.

products of this book for the 
youngsters, but perhaps the most 
important thing about it is that 
history suddenly lives for a great 
many young people. If you can 
make history come alive in one 
place, it is apt to affect the view- 
point of students in the whole 
general study of history. 


One of the difficulties about our 
high school education, I find, is 
that certain boys and girls are 
not always interested in the way 
their subjects are presented. Many 
of our teachers have not had the 
experience or perhaps the back- 
ground which makes it possible 
for them to approach a given sub- 
ject in a variety of ways. ‘One of 
the easiest ways to awaken inter- 
est is to give young people a con- 
ception of their responsibility to 
find ways themselves of making 
a subject interesting. 

For instance, not long ago in 
visiting a high school I found that 
during the lunch period, when the 
librarian obviously had to go to 
lunch herself, the library was 
locked. It occurred to me at the 
time that it would have added 
stimulus to some youngsters’ 
courses if, two by two, they had 
been assigned to duty in the li- 
brary during that hour. Their ob- 
ligation might have been to arouse 
the interest of certain groups 
among their fellow students in 
some of the books that would be 
of value in adding color and back- 
ground to their required courses. 
I believe that fellow students can 
often do that better than any li- 
brarian. The librarian is usually 
supposed to be prejudiced, where- 
as advice is easily accepted when 
one youngster tells another that 
he or she has read a certain book 
and enjoyed it. 

I remember what stimulus was 
given to our own local history in 
this section of the country when 
a group of college students one 
year dramatized some of Carl 
Carmer’s historica) studies of the 
Hudson River valley, and gave 
them for different groups in our 
county. They played on our lawn 
one evening for a most varied au- 
dience, and everyone seemed to 
enjoy them, I was impressed by 


. the fact that some of the ques- 


tions affecting the farmers today 
had changed little over the years. 
I personally got a new and none 
too flattering picture of my orig- 
inal Livingston ancestor, who was 
one of the great land owners of 
those days. When I was a child 
we still lived on land that once 
belonged to him,

No one ever accused him of 
wishful thinking, so his words 
upon immortality are particularly 
worthy of notice. “If I err in my 
belief that the souls of men are 
immortal,” said he, “I err gladly, 
and I do not wish to correct so 
radiant an error.” 


Sugarless Fudge Sauce

trop, last of the major Ger- 

man war criminals to be cap- 
tured in Hurope, gave orders in 
1941 to the German newspapers 
always to refer to the nited 
States President as “Roosevelt the 
Jew,” and prophesied that he 
would be stoned by the Americans 
in the White House itself, accord- 
ing to the diary of Count Ciano, 
Mussolini’s son-in-law. 


The Germans, Ciano wrote after 
a visit to Hitler’s military head- 
quarters, were impressed deeply 
by the determination of Roose- 
velt’s Navy Drv speech, Oct. 27, 
1941, and decided to do nothing 
that would provoke American 
entry into the war. 


Ciano's indiscreet notes on his 
trip are among the most reveal- 
ing in the diary. French prison- 
ers of war, he found, were being 
treated as slaves by German farm 
families to which they were as- 
signed, Italian workerg taken to 
Germany were held in camps by 
guards who turned vicious dogs 
on them if they transgressed the 
rigid regulations. 

Ciano wrote: 


Sept. 24—“I saw a report by 
Cecchi, social observer in Berlin, 
about the treatment of our work- 
ers in Germany. In some camps, 
in addition to the beatings, large 
watchdogs have been trained to 
bite the legs of workers guilty of 
minor infractions of rules.” 


Sept. 25—“The Mediterranean 
situation is dark, and will become 
darker through the continued loss 
of merchant ships, Commander 
Bigliardi, an informed and serious 
person, says that responsible naval 
quarters are debating the wisdom 
of abandoning Libya voluntarily. 


N tres Foreign Minister Ribben- 


Sept. 26—From other quarters 
also the news about the dogs at- 
tacking our workers in Germany 
has reached I] Duce. He was 
shaken and disturbed. “These 
things can only produce a lasting 
hatred. I can wait long years but 
in the end I shall square this ac- 
count. I cannot permit that the 
sons of a race which has given 
Caesar, Dante and Michelangelo 
to humanity should be eaten by 
the dogs of the Huns.’” 


Sept. 30—“‘Mussolini is elated 
over the successes of the expe- 
ditionary force in Russia. ‘ 
Phillips (U. 8. Ambassador) is 
about to leave. He talked at length 
about the discouragement of the 
Italians, and repeated the sympa- 
thies of America for our coun- 


sé ee 

“] said nothing, because the 
military intelligence service has 
the American codes and every- 
thing that Phillips telegraphs is 
read by our decoding officers. It 
might be given the wrong inter- 
pretation.” 

Oct. 1—“Opposition is growing 
between the Prussians and Bavar- 
ians (in Germany). The religious 
factor is considerable, but we must 
not forget that many kinds of food 
have disappeared in Bavaria since 
the rich Prussians have taken 
refuge there (from British air 
raids).” 

Oct. 4—‘“Mussolini .. . says: 
‘The Germans Have taken away 
from the Greeks even their shoe- 
strings, and now they want to 
blame us for their economic situ- 
ation (approaching starvation). 
We can take the responsibility, 
but only if the Germans leave 
Athens and the entire country.” 

Oct. 6—“Supplies for Libya are 
more and more difficult. Only 20 
per cent of the material scheduled 
for September has arrived there. 
The percentage of soldiers is high- 
er, about 50.” 

Oct. 9—‘“Conditions in Greece 
are getting so desperate there-is 
fear the population will revolt. 
The bread ration already is re- 
duced to 90 grams (about three 
ounces) a day. They have noth- 
ing else... . The food situation 
in Athens is burdened with an

Goebbels who is here with her 
sister-in-law in the home of At- 
tolico (ambassador to the Vati- 
can). Bismarck (Nazi minister) 
said to Anfuso (Ciano’s secre- 
tary): 

“‘Frau Goebbels is the typical 
wife of a high Nazi official. Her 
first marriage was to a crook, and 
she earned money. loosely, Later 
she became Goebbels’ friend, but 
that didn't crowd out the others. 
Goebbels married her one night 
when he was drunk. They have 
had several children together, or 
perhaps not together, because 
Frau Goebbels has continued. her 
earlier ways. Now she goes 
around looking for men, and if 
two women are needed there is 
her sister-in-law. I am ashamed 
to think that my wife has any- 
thing to do with such people.’ ” 

Oct. 20—“Alfieri reports a long 
conference with Von Ribbentrop 
who sounds his usual notes: Vic- 
tory is reached, the Russian army 
crushed, England at the end of 
her days. 


“And yet the armored divisions 
are at a standstill before Moscow, 
and many German soldiers will 
die before the flag of the Reich 
flies over the Kremlin.” 


Oct. 22—"“Among frivolous peo- 
ple, Gen, Cavallero (chief of the 
general staff) easily holds the 
palm. ,.. He says he has resolved 
the problem of motorization not 
by providing the troops trucks but 
by increasing the rate of march 
for the infantry. Tomfoolery. . . 
He assures me that by spring we 
will have 92 divisions ready. This 


ig a shameless lie... .” 

Oct, 25-30—“I arrive at (Ger- 
man) headquarters, I am wel- 
comed at the station by Von Rib- 
bentrop, and by Hitler at the en- 
trance of his fortified cabin... . 
I found him in top form. ,.. He 
is very courteous, or perhaps I 
should say comradely.... 

“Von Ribbentrop speaks in a 
strangely confidential tone... . 
He goes so far ag to be concerned 
about my personal comfort, and 
sends warm, sweetened milk to my 
room to cure my cough, They say 
in Tuscany that when one is en- 
tertained more than usual people 
plan to cheat you, or you have 
been cheated already. 

“The hunt was excellent. Every- 
thing was perfectly organized. 
The game was brought down by 
400 soldiers commanded by their 
officers, and everyone took his job 
seriously, as if he were chasing 
Russians from the forests of 
Vyasma or Debyansk.... If a 
party leader in Italy assigned sol- 
diers for a similar purpose, a 
scandal of major proportions 
would result, ... 


“Roosevelt's speech (Oct. 27, 
Navy day, saying the ‘shooting’ 
had begun) made a deep impres- 
sion. The Germans have decided 
to do nothing which will accele- 
rate or bring about America’s en- 
trance into the war, Ribbentrop 
at lunch said: 

“‘T have given orders to the 
press always to write ‘Roosevelt 
the Jew.’ I will make one proph- 
ecy: The man will be stoned in 
the White House by his own peo- 
ple.’ I believe personally he will 
die of old age. Experience teaches 
me that Ribbentrop’s prophecies 
never come true....

Hamburger Patty With Dressing 


In this dish the hamburger be- 
comes one big patty, with the 
dressing in the form of a “top- 
per” rather than a stuffing—a 
topper which is deliciously brown 
and crisp on top, moist and juicy 
underneath.

Fearing that a spade lead would 
go up to a tenace in the op 
ponents’ hands, West chose te 
open the heart jack. Dummy won 
—and right here, at the second 
trick, declarer could see that suc 
cess or failure hung on the num- 
ber of diamond tricks that would 
have to be conceded before the 
rest of the suit was established. 
Two spades, two hearts and one 
club appeared to be all that could 
be hoped for, so four diamonds 
would be required to round out 
the contract. 

With a sult like this, lacking 
not only the king and queen but 
the vital intermediate cards, a 
declarer must guess which de 
fender (if either) holds a singly 
guarded honor. (There are many 
other possible holdings for them, 
of course, but no one pl can 
cover all of them, and it i&§ best 
to assume that there is a Hasty 
guarded honor.) \ 

In view of West's announced 
length in spades and his lead of 
a heart, South concluded, logical‘ 
ly, that East had the greater ~ 
length in diamonds. On that con- 
clusion, South led the jack from 
dummy—and whether or not East 
covered, it became an easy matter 
for South to win four diamond 
tricks.
